EXCAVATIONS FOR LAGOONS AND LAKES, 


Twelve hundred men and six dredges la- 
pored yesterday in Jackson Park. Five build- 
ings have been begun and material by the

irehitect Crogan of the Naval Exhibit was 
on the grounds yesterday making surveys for 


ths Navy Department and making photo- 


graphs of the work already constructed. 


Work on the breakwater that is to shelter 


the model battle-ship, which is to be built just 


out from the water line, is going on as rapidly 


as steam pile-drivers can drive the piles. 
Two temporary drawbridges have been 
built, one crossing the canal where it merges 


into the lagoon, near the Electricity Building, 
and one at the entrance to the canal from the 


lake, directly east of the Midway Plaisance.“ 


The one at the canal crossing near the Elec- 
tricity Building is shown in the larger cut, and 
is both for teams and railroad trains. The 
draw is rather a primitive affair, being worked 
by a hand windlass, but it serves all the pur- 
poses needed of it. Teams’ can cross the 
canal to the site of the Building for Manu- 
factures and Liberal Arts, and the trains 
loaded with material will not have to wade 
through the ten feet of water that separates it 
from the main grounds. At the same time 
the dredges may pass freely from one part of 
the canal to the lagoon. 


: To Be Replaced. 


The drawbridge at the entrance to the canal 
from the lake is built similarly to the first, 
but it is intended only for teams. Both are 
to be replaced by handsome bridges before 
the opening of the World’s Fair. 

One of the busiest places in Jackson Park 
is the modeling-room, a big temporary struct- 
ure near the site of the Administration Build- 
ing to be, where half a hundred workmen are 
engaged in modeling the friezes and panels 
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the Horticultural Building, and material is 
now on the way for two more, the Administra- 
tion Building and the Building for Manufact- 
urers and Liberal Arts. 

Before another week is past the force of 
workmen will be doubled. Meantime the 
dredges ate completing the lagoons and lakes 
and piling up the earth for hills and terraces 
that are to break the monotony of an other- 
wise level stretch of ground. 

The Woman’s Building, the one at the north- 
west corner of the inclosure, has been under 
way for two weeks. Out of compliment to 
the women of the country, who have taken 
great interest in the commg Exposition, this 
was the first permanent structure on which 
work was inaugurated. The big timbers which 
are toserve as a foundation are already in 
place, and so also are many of the sills. The 
beams for the walls of the building are for 

the most part on the grounds, and within a 
‘short time it will begin to assume the propor- 
tions of a building. It is to be in the form of 
a parallelogram, 400 feet long and 200 feet in 
width. © 

Down at the south end of the lagoon is the 
Electricity Building, which will be one of the 
most attractive buildings on the grounds. It

is to be 700 feet by 350 feet. Material for this 
duilding has begun to arrive and the founda- 
‘tions have been laid. 
The Transportation Building is under way 
and workmen have already laid the founda- 
tion. A temporary building to be used as a 
‘tool house and carpenter shop has been built 
and the contractors will add to their present 
force of workmen as fast as material arrives. 
f The Horticultural Building. 
The grading for the Horticultural Building 
is now practically completed. a workshop for 
the carpenters is built, and material for the 
main building is being unloaded. This build- 
ing will occupy the site just north of the tem- 
‘porary building used as construction head- 
(quarters and just inside the big fence. It will 
‘have a frontage on the lagoon of 1,000 feet, 
and a depth of 250 feet. The building will run 
from a point even with the south line of Six- 
tieth street almost to Sixty-second street. 
The fifth building now in course of construc- 
‘tion is the Mines ana Mining, running parallel 
with the Electricity Building and to the west 
of it. It will have a front of 350 feet on the 
lagoon and a total depth of 700 feet. The 
‘foundation of this building as seen yesterday 
is shown in one of the accompanying illustra- 
tions. As many men as can work toadvantage 
are now employed on the building and ma-

astriking bas-relief of huge dimensions is 
now in the hands of the clay modelers. Leo- 
pold Bonet isin charge of this department 
and personally superintends every separate 
casting. 

This gives a comprehensive idea of the work 
now actually underway. There is much more 
that is practically in the hands of the work- 
men. Contracts for two of the largest build- 
ings that are to be built have been let and the 
contractors have material on the way for both. 
One of these is the Administration Building, 
which will be the best and the most costly of 
all. The grading for it is finished and within 
a week the material will begin to arrive. The 
Manufactures and Liberal Arts Building, 
the largest of ali, is to be begun in a fort- 
night. A train-load of material is now on the 
way. This building will stand south of the 
Government Building between the lake and 
the lagoon. It will have a total length of 
1,700 feet and wil! be 800 feet in width, almost 
a mile around its outer wall. 

Railroad tracks have been laid reaching 
every part of the grounds, and spur tracks 
are being built as needed to supply the vari- 
ous buildings with material. Two engines 
have been leased to move the cars of material 
from the freight-yards to the points needed, 
so that there need be no delay in getting 
building stuff to the workmen. The Superin- 
tendent of the grounds with a force of in- 
srectors watches the buildings going up, and 
in fact, all contract work, to see that every- 
thing is done as expeditiously as possible, and 
also to see that all specifications are carried 
out to the letter of the contract.

FAST TRIP ACROSS MADE BY THE 
WHITE STAR STEAMER TEUTONIC., 


Well Known Americans on the Deck— 
Young Logan’s Extensive Purchase of 
Horses for His Stock Farm—Currency 
Taking Its Course Westward—Cause of 
the Resignation of a Third National 
Bank Official— Edison’s Injunction — 
Other New York News, | 

New Lonx, July 22.—[Special. ]—The steam- 
ship Teutonic of the White Star line cameup 
to its pier at the foot of West Tenth street at 


{ 9:45 0’clock this morning, and Capt. Irving 


was very proud of the fact that this famous 
ocean racer had made the passage over from 
Queenstown in the remarkably fast time of 
five days twenty-one hours and fourteen min- 
utes. This was within two hours and nine 
minutes of the fastest time on record, which 
was also made by the Teutonic, The first day 
out the steamer encountered strong head 
winds, so that a distance of only 457 miles 
was made, and this, with foggy weather the 
last day of the voyage, prevented the Teu- 
tonic from eclipsing her own record, as the 
greater part of the trip across was made un- 
der the most favorable circuinstances of wind 
and wave. , : 

The carrying capacity of the big boat was 
severely taxed, as there wore 270 first cabin 
passengers, 188 second cabin, and 975 steerage. 
The first cabin list contained the names of 
many persons prominent in this country and 
abroad. Among others were Mrs. John A. 
Logan, John A. Logan Jr., Miss Harriet 
Blaine, Ogden Mills, Col. Howard Vincent, M. 
P., W. F. Weld, the Boston yachtsman, Mr. 
F. Yznaga, Mrs. Yznaga, C. B. Alexander and 
C. W. Wetmore, the well-known lawyers, 
City-Printer Martin B. Brown, Mrs. Caven- 
dish-Bentinck, J. Howard Duer, Nat C. Good- 
win, the actor, Col. J. B. Hughes, H. H. Kohl- 
saat ofthe Chicago Inter-Ocean, Lawyer D. 
McClure, Col. S. C. Reynolds, and Capt. W. 
H. Thompson. Miss Blaine did not comie 
with the Logans. She was accompanied by 
C. B. Alexander of No. 4 West Fifty-eighth 
street and Mrs. Alexander, the latter the 
daughter of Charles Crocker, the California 
millionaire. There were also in the party the 
Misses Hanett and Janetta Alexander.

He went over at the request of 
Mr. Logan to assist him in the purchase of 
some English horses. Mr. Logan intends to 
establish a studfarm, Together they visited 
all the famous breeding farms on the other 
side, and were entertained by Mr.. Ashmead 
Bartlett-Burdett-Coutts, Tattersall, and others. 
They selected eight pure-bred hackneys. 
These have been shipped* on the White Star 
line steamship Nomadic, and will reach this 
port some time next week. On the same ves- 
sel are ten thoroughbreds for Tattersall’s ac- 
count. 

H. H. Kohlsaat of Chicago said he had re- 
turred from a two months’ pleasure trip. He is a 
member of one of the World's Fuir committees, 
and before leaving London he had a talk upon 
that subject with Sir Henry Wood, Secretary 
of the Fine Arts Society, and who will prob- 
ably be the Secretary of the committees to 
be appointed by the British Government to 
supervise its representation at the Fair. Sir 
Henry told Mr. Kohlsaat that the McKinley 
bill would not interfere in the slightest with 
the exhibit made by England, and that at 
least $1,000,000 would be expended on the 
government exhibit alone.

Cavendish Bentinck of London, who comes to 
her native country for a short visit, durmg 
which time she will go to Newport and Lenox.

Death of Walker Hartwell. 


A sad incident of the voyage was the death 
of Walker Hartwell, a young lawyer of this 
city and a prominent member of the Univer- 
sity club. He went abroad six weeks ago 
with Lawyer C. W. Wetmore to see whether 
the change would henefit a severe attack of 
asthma from which he was suffering. He 
seemed to be improved, but the fourth day 
out from Queenstown his complaint devel- 
oped into an acute attack of bronchitis, 
which in a few hours resulted in Mr. Hart- 
well’s death from heart failure, Mr. Hart- 
well was a son of the late John W. Hartwell, 
in his lifetime a leading insurance man of 
Cincinnati.

FAILED TO TAKE Fr A $17,000 LOAN, 


Ssignation of a Third 
k Official. 

Naw York, July 22. [Special.] —Vice-Pres- 
ident Henry Buckhart Gf the Third National 
Bank today tendered hig resignation to the di- 
rectors-and it vas pro ly accepted, to take 
effect on the spot. The, cause of Mr. Buck- 
hart’s retirement is set forth in a story 
detailing his curious actions with the 
oily John S. Silver and with O, D. Baldwin, 
President of the | American Loan and 
Trust company. Buckhart virtually ran the 
Third National as he p during the sum- 
mer of 1890, President William S. Booth be- 
ing an octogenarian dad incapacitated for 
business. Vice-President Buckhart per- 
mitted the bank to be used by the 
Simmons-Pell-Silver of financial sharpers 
and came dangerously hear wrecking it. He 
permitted Silver to overdraw his account 
$17,400, and then when the squeeze came, and 
evidently to prevent his directors from learning 
the truth, Buckhart bortowed the money from 
the crumbling American Loan and Trust com- 
pany, through Preside 
posited it in the Third National to make good 
Silver’s overdraft. Buckhart failed to take 
up the loan and had it renewed for four 
months more, and soit became part of the 
legacy of bad debts to which Receiver Sim- 
mons fell heir. 

If Mr. Buckhart had not committed the ex- 
traordinary folly of attempting to deceive 
Receiver Simons and refused to repay his Joan 
when it matured on June 1 last at $17,762 he 
probably would not have been exposed and 
the directors of his bank might never have 
heard of it. As it was his refusais and shifty 
evasions left the reeeivér no option but to 
bring suit, and so the fact of the loan was 
made public in the receiver’s official. report 
last Tuesday. Gen. Woodward, the President 
of the Second National, said today that the 
vacancy caused by the rétirement of the Vice- 
President would not be filled. The place had 
been created for Buvkhart when he entered 
the service of the bank twoand a half years 
ago as an assistant to President Booth, then 85 
years of age. Hereafter the bank will 
along as it always did with a President 
‘and cashier. 


UNDERGROUND RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


The Reason for the 
National 


Line Marked Out by the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, 

New York, July 22.—[Special.}|—The Rapid 
Transit Commissioners today made public 
the East Side. route. The Commissioners 
unanimously “‘ resolved ’’ as follows: 

That this board approves a plan for an under 
ground four-track railway diverging from the 
proposed Broadway line at or near Fourteenth 
street, thence under Union Square to Fourth ave- 
nue, and under Fourth and Park avenues to near 
the south side of Forty-second street, thence by 
suitable carve to the westward to Madison ave- 
nue, at or near Forty-fourth street, thence under 
Madison avenue to a point near Ninety-sixth 
street, thence curving to the eastward to a point 
not less than 100 feet east of Madison avenue, 
thence by viaduct parallel to and not less than 
100 feet east of Madison avenue to a point near 
the south of One Hundred and Thirty-fourth 
street, thence by curve to the eastward and by 
bridge across the Harlem River. The general 
plan of construction from Broadway to a 
point near Nuinety-sixth street shall be either 
by double-decked tunnel, with two tracks on 
each deck, or four tracks upon the same level, as 
near the surface as shall be found practicable. 
From near Nimety-sixth street north to be by via- 
duct with four tracks tothe Harlem River. The 
conditions as to the location of stations in the 
tunnel and all appliances connected thereto shall 
be substantially the same as those required for 
the proposed West Side line. From the Harlem 
River north to the city limits the exact location 
and mode of construction will be determined by 
instrumental survey. 

The proposed East Side route is certainly a 
surprise to the large majority of citizens. An 
entirely independent East SMe road from the 
battery to the extreme northern limits of the 
city had been expected, but the line marked 
out is distinctive only so far as it extends 
north from Fourteenth street. All the schemes 
of rapid transit extension heretofore proposed 
have been directed to facilitating the traffic of 
the big bridge. But the commission has de- 
cided that Brooklyn people will have to walk 
across City Hall Park or stroil through Cham- 
bers street to and from the bridge and tunnel 
in order to enjoy the benefit of the proposed 
transit facilities. 


EDISON OBTAINS HIS INJUNCTION, 


The United States Company to Give a Bond 
Pending Final Hearing. 

New York, July 22.— [Special.] — An in- 
junction was granted by Judge Wallace to the 
Edison Electric Light company against the 
United States Electric Lighting company in 
the United States Circuit Court today re- 
straining the latter from manufacturing the 
incandescent lamp, which was recently de- 
cided to be an infringement upon the Edison 
patent. The final disposition of the suit will 
come before the new Appellate Court. The 
accounting of the profits ofthe United States 
Electric Lighting company continues, and 
they are required to furnish bonds, the amount 
of which will be decided upon tomorrow.

MINERS GAIN A POINT. 


GOV, BUCHANAN TO CALL A SPECIAL 
SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


ay 

He Will Recommend That the Convict 
Lease System Be Modified or Repealed— 
In the Meantime He Insists the Con- 
victs Must Be. Returned to the Brice- 
ville Mines and the Miners Must Agree 
Not to Molest Them Until the Legis- 
lature Acts, 


KxoxvILLx, Tenn., July 22.—Gov. Buchanan 
reached the city this morning from Nashville 
and as soon as he break fasted began his work 
to smooth the tangled skein of the mining dif- 
ficulty. He first called his militia officers into 
his consultation-room and listened to their re- 
ports. Later on prominent citizens of Knox- 
ville and friends of the Governor were 
admitted. The Governor listened to all 
suggestions, evidently wanting the fullest pos- 
sible discussion of the situation in all its as- 
pects. At 3 o'clock this afternoc:: by ap- 
pointment he met the committee of the miners 
mentioned in last night’s dispatches and the 
commission of five named by the miners. 
The session lasted for several hours, and at 
the end he announced his decision. He 
stated that before he left Nashville he had de- 
cided to cali an extra session of the Legislature, 
and had already made a call for an election 
to fillthe vacancies in the Legislature. In 
his call for a special session he will embody a 
recommendation to the Legislature that the 
convict lease system be modified if not re- 
pealed. Inthe meanwhile, pending the elec- 
tion, the convicts must be returned to the 
Briceville mines from which they had been 
evicted. If the miners agree not to molest 
them until such time as the Legislature may 
act the militia will be sent home. 

The committee from the miners, although 
having power to act, concluded that the de- 
cision of the Governorshould be laid officially 
before the miners as a whole, and the Gov- 
ernor was so informed. The committee will 
leave here for Coal Creek early in the morn- 
ing. A mass-meeting of miners will be held 
at 11 o’clock, immediately upon its arrival, 
and the matter will be definitely decided. The 
committee will return tomorrow afternoon at 
5:45 to notify the Governor.

WESTERN RAILROAD MEN UNEASY. 


Ironclad Rules, Poor Pay, and Peremptory 
Discharges Cause Dissatisfaction. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 22.—[Special. |—There 

is reason to anticipate serious disturbance 

among the railroad employés of some of the 


Western roads, due toa general dissatisfac- 


tion among the menover their condition. 
They allege harsh and tyrannical treatment in 
the enforcement of ironclad rules; that wages 
are not commensurate with services rendered ; 
that employés are mistrusted and spotted and 
looked upon as thieves; and that discharges 
are peremptory and without redress. The dis- 
satisfaction extends to brakemen, trainmen, 
firemen, conductors, and clerks, and is doing 
much to bring about consolidation of all the 
orders of railway employés. As a conse- 
quence it is claimed that the federation will 
shortly become an assured fact. The main 
cause of the present agitation is the discharge 
of fifty-five conductors on the Illinois Central 
by Second Vice-President Harrahan. Grand 
Chief Conductor E. E. Clark, Assistant Grand 
Chief Conductor C. H. Wilkms, and Grand 
Senior Conductor A. B. Garrison of the Order 
of Railway Conductors are now in Chicago de- 
manding an explanation of Harrahan's un- 
ceremonious discharge of the men. It is be- 
lieved that a strike will be ordered. 

Fort Wayne, Ind., July 22.—Everysthing is 
at a standstill at Van Wert, O., in the Macki- 
naw yards, and no trains are being made up 
or leaving. The strike began at Greenville 
Monday evening by the crew of a freight-train 
leaving their places. The crew sent out from 
Van Wert to bring the train went over to the 
strikers.

Meet- 

ings were held at Steelton during tne night 

and at 6 o’clock this morning there was a 

parade of the members of the association 

headed by a band of music. Sheriff Keller 

was on the ground shortly after 6 

o’clock with twenty-five deputies ready 

to preserve the peace.

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' JUDGE M’KAY DOES SOME TALKING, 


He Is Confident of Success and Wants His 
Case Argued Immediately. 

Torrxa, Kas., July 22.—[Special:|—G. W. 
McKay. the Allianee Judge who has been 
called before the Supreme Court tomorrow 
afternoon to show cause why he should not be 
punished for contempt, arrived in the city 
this morning and has been in consultation 
with his attorn*ys all day. Judge McKay has 


is dressed neatly in a gray business suit, 
alligator shoes, much worse of wear, but care- 
fully polished. In conversation he demon- 
strates that he is a well-read man, who has en- 
joyed the benefits ot a careful early training. 
He talks rapidly and is never at a loss for a 
word to express his exact meaning. At first 
he refused to make any statement of his case, 
but his declination to talk was quickly for- 
gotten, for he almost immediately began 
an exhaustive relation of the Honeywell case. 
He uses legal expressions with the ease of a 
lawyer of twenty years’ practice. He says that 
he has no fear of the result of his action 
begun in the Supreme Court and 


at once. He boldly assumes all of the re- 


oneywell, the defendant, his guardian and 
attorney, and requested that the Sheriff of 
Harper County be instructed by telegraph not 
to serve the attachments issued by the Su- 
preme Court for them on the charges of con- 
tempt. Judge McKay quotes the statute on 
which he proceeded, and says that he acted only 
for the purpose of saving a portion of Honey- 
well’s property for him. All parties in 
the case are Republicans, he says, except 
Bradley, Honeywell’s attorney, who, although 
a Republican of long standing, has now allied 
with the People’s party. Good lawyers take 
the position that the Supreme Court has no 
power to punish a District Judge for con- 
tempt, and the only redress is by impeach- 
ment proceedings. It is argued that the only 
power the Supreme Court has is to receive 
the decisions of the lower court, and that it is 
a well-known principle of common law which 
prevents a Judge from being prosecuted or 
sued for any crime or misdemeanor commit- 
ted in the performance of judicial functions. 


DAKOTA’S PROHIBITION LAW NOT VALID. 


Judge White Says the Measure Enacted in 
the South State Is Unconstitutional. 

Yankton, S. D., July 22.—/[ Special. In the 
County Court today Judge White rendered a 
decision in which he declares the Prohibition 
law unconstitutional. The case in question 
was that of the State against John Brecker. 
Defendant demurred and argument was heard, 
and stay of judgment was granted pending de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. The State Con- 
stitution commands that every law shall em- 
brace but one subject, and that subject shall be 
embraced in the title. According to Judge 
White the title to this law embraces three sep- 
arate subjects, while the act itself contains 
eighteen separate subjects besides that of pro- 
hibition. In his decision the court says: 
The title of the law is untruthful, deceptive, 
and misleading, and for this occasion is un- 
constitutional. The written subjects are so 
intermingled with other parts of the act that 
it is impossible for the court to separate them 
and take them out of the act so as to say that 
the remainder of the act would constitute a 
complete sensible law capable of being exe- 
euted. There are forty cases on the docket 
that will now have to wait the decision of the 
Supreme Court before further action can be 
taken. 


KILLED BY A BOILER EXPLOSION, 


Two Men at Plattsmoutb. Neb., Blown to 
Atoms and Several Injured. 

Puiatrsmouth, Neb., July 22.—{Special, ]— 
This evening a terrible explosion occurred in 
the Burlington and Missouri railroad round- 
house. The concussion was felt all over the 
city. A rush was made to the 
roundhouse and a scene of terrible 
destruction met the gaze. The ruins had 
caught fire, but the fire was soon extin- 
guished. Several badly injured men 
were rescued. The boiler of the en- 
gine had exploded and two men 
were killed. Charles Hasemeyer, engineer of 
Engine No. 12, was cut in two by a board and 
John Hardman was buried beneath a pile of 
débris, with a hole im his head.

Inspected by Many Persons—The Method 


in Vogue. 

Hall’s gas plant in the old Kelly barbed- 
wire works just back of Deering station was 
in full and luminous operation last night and 
many persons examined it.

Restpents of the western sections of the 
Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, and Thirty-first 
Wards will gain immensely through the 
amendment which Ald. Nobie, Gahan, and 
Kelly succeeded in inserting in the repassed 
Northera Pacific ordinaace should the rail- 
road company ever run suburban trains. The 
amendment provides for five-cent fares on 
such trains from any point north of Ninety- 
fifth street. The railroad company ownsiarge 
tracts of property along the route, it is said, 
and will have to put on suburban trains in or- 
der to develop it. That seems, therefore, to 
insure the five-cent fares. Incidentally the 
amendment will benefit the whole Englewood- 
Town of Lake region. If the Northern Pacific 
company makes five-cent fares then the Rock 
Island, the Fort Wayne, the Alton, the West- 
ern Indiana, and other companies will have to 
come down to the same figure. It is to be re- 
gretted that the amendment was not drafted 
80 as to apply to railroad companies using the 
tracks of the Northern Pacific. The Balti- 
more and Ohio company, it 1s generally un- 
derstood, will.use those tracks, and it ought 
to be compelled to adopt the five-cent rate for 
its suburban passenger traffic. There can be 
no such compulsion of the Baltimore and Ohio 
under the ordinance as passed Monday.

A BLUNDER-TRANSPORTATION AND THE 
FAIR. 

It is announced with a great flourish of 
trumpets that from one end of the conti- 
nent to the other reduced railroad rates 
for Exposition exhibits have been secured,“ 
and this is explained by the statement 
that all the trunk lines in the United States 
have agreed to return exhibits brought in on 
each road free of charge if returned on the 
same road.“ The following action by the 
managers of the lines west of the Missouri 
River is substantially what has been agreed to 
by the rest: 

Resolved, That the roads in this association will 
carry free returning ali goods exhibited at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition that have paid 
full taritf rates to the same, but only by the roads 
that originally carried said exhibits to said Expo- 
sition, contingent on presentation at the time of 
returning shipment of receipted expense bills 
showing tariff paid to the Exposition, accompa- 
nied by certificates of duly authorized officials 
that the same bas been on exhibition and has not 
changed hands, 

As stated in Taz Trisune a few days ago 
this is not the kind of concession that will 
best attract a display, benefit the Fair, or 
make business for the railroads. It grants a 
rebate on transportation for only a part of 
the goods, and actually tends to induce ar- 
rangements for carrying them back after the 
Exposition is over, thus abolishing one great 
object manufacturers and others ought to 
have in helping to make the display a varied 
and attractive one. On everything brought 
here and sold to go to some point other than 
that from which it came it is proposed to ex- 
act full rates on both parts of the journey 
full freight coming and going—and thus give 
room for not an iota of preference on the part 
of buyers to take goods from the Fair. 

The manufacturer and seller of goods need 
not to patronize. the Fair as a means of in- 
creasing their sales near home. What they 
want is to extend their market in other sec- 
tions, and the more widely they can effect the 
distribution the better. The Eastern man 
wants a market in the West. He sends hither 
his boots and shoes, his cotton cloths, his 
silks, plushes, linens, Yankee notions, silver- 
ware, cutlery, machinery of a thousand differ- 
ent kinds, and manufactured articles for use 
and ornament. He wishes for purchasers in 
all the Western and Southern States, and the 


ment to buy the goods he may send to the 
Fair will measure the warmth of his disposi- 
If he have not at 
least a chance of being able to partly reim- 
burse himself for the risk, be will be apt to 
keep himself and his goods at home. The 
same argument applies to the producers of the 
West, who find their great markets in the 
East, the South, Pan-America, and in Europe. 
On the proposed terms, whatever they may 
sell at the Fair will cost just as much in trans- 
portation between the producer and consumer 
as if there were no Fair, and the chances are 
little of it would be sold. The great mass of 
material sent from all parts of the countfy 
would simply go back whence it came, and 
the same is true of such foreign goods as may 
be sent here, unless the owners chose to ac- 
cept a loss rather than take the property back 
home, . 

A half rate each way is what is wanted, and 
should be insisted on by the managers of the 
Fair. That would make the transportation 
charges about equal whether the property 
were sold or not. It would be the same thing 
as full rate one way on all of it, except that 


city, and that would form an item of benefit 
only to local merchants and consumers. It 
would not affect the distribution to other 
areas in the West. The announcement of a 
half rate on all goods, merchandise, and other 
material coming directly to the Fair and go- 
ing directly from it after the display had been 
made would at once waken up merchants and 
manufacturers in every part of the United 
States and allover Europe, as well as other 
parts of the world. They would see in it an 
inducement to join; but in the absence of 
such inducement a great many of them will 
lean back idly, resolvmg that it is not worth 
their while to participate in an enterprise 
which entgils a big expense without any cor- 
responding hope for profit from the outlay. 
But this would mean detriment to the rail- 
roads themselves as well as jeopardy to the 
success of the Fair. It would cause a much 
smaller and less attractive display, less goods 
to be carried, and, more important than all 
else, a comparatively poor patronage of their 
passenger cars. For the people of this and 
other sections would soon find out the Fair 
was going to be a poor one,” and make up 
their minds it was hardiy worth going to see 
when they have their own county and State 
fairs that can be visited at far less expense. 
The railroad managers ought. to be able to 
see this plain business proposition for them- 
selves. It should require little acumen to 
understand that the policy decided on would 
be at least a semi-suicidal one. If they are not 
wise enough to comprehend it the directors of 
the Fair should take hold and insist on a 
policy more liberal to exhibiters and less men- 
acing to the Exhibition as a whole. If they 
cannot succeed in arguing a little common 
sense into the heads of these “traffic man- 
agers they should try what argument will do 
a little higher in the official scale. The Presi-

THE HISTORY OF rot GRANT’S NOMINA- 


In the extremely interesting narrative by 
Col. D. C. Forney, printed in the last issue of 
Tan Tainunz, which tells the story of the Re- 
publican conferences that brought about the 
nomination of Gen. Grant for the Presidency, 
it is said, apropos of the inspired editorial 
article which appeared in the Washington 
Chronicle urging Gen. Grant's claims to the 
nomination : 

The surprise among prominent Democrats was 
far greater than they would now be willing to 
admit, as it will be remembered that very many 
of them entertained very high hopes of capturing 
the General as a candidate for their own party, 
and, at the time it was claimed, not without some 
encouragement. Gen. Grant, to those who knew 
him best, was very carefully reticent on the sub- 
ject of politics, as well as on other matters, but, 
nevertheless, some of his ill-advised Democratic 
friends assumed to speak for him, and none with 
more seeming authority than his old father-in- 
law, — udge Dent, who was a Democrat of the old 
school. 


If the Demoérats at any time entertained 
the hope that Gen. Grant would be a candidate 
for the Presidency upon their ticket they had 
no rational grounds for it. At no time was 
there any danger of such an occurrence, It 
was an im, ossibility for various reasons. He 
never could have been the candidate of the 
people whom he Lad fought, conquered, and 
paroled. He coula only have been the candi- 
date of the men. whom he had led to victory 
and whose cause was dear to him. Prior to 
the war he had been a Whig. His own people 
were Henry Clay Union-National Whigs. It 
is true he voted for Buchanan as against Fre- 
mont, but not upon political grounds. He 
had known Fremont in the service and dis- 
liked him personally because he believed him 
to be a dreamer and an impractical enthusiast. 
He knew but little about Buchanan and only 
voted for him because he could not vote for 
Fremont. He had his convictions on the 
slavery question, but they came to him subse- 
quent to the opening of the civil war. He did 
not regard slavery from the same point of 
view as Lincoln or consider it as an evil 
until he realized it was the cause of the war. 
Then he decided that slavery must go. For 
this reason he could not have been the candi- 
date of those who would have restored slavery 
if they could, and who attempted to effect it 
with the help of Andy Johnson. In view of 
the relations which existed between him and 
Johnson it was simply impossible for him to 
have been the candidate of the party for 
which Johnson was schetning and working, 
and Johnson attempted to crush him because 
he would not lend himself to those schemes. 

Doubtless attempts were made to commit 
Grant to the Democratic party, but they were 
hopeless, because he had firmly taken a stand 
antagonistic to it before 1868. Whatever 
faults he may have had, there was no lack of 
loyalty in his character. He was loyal to the 
Nation, to his comrades and friends, and to 
the Union cause, and therefore he never could 
have been~a Democratic candidate, for 
that would have made him disloyal to 
them all. On the Republican side, 
on the other hand, there could have been no 
other candidate. The determination of Re- 
publicans to reward the great and victorious 
leader of its armies as Washington had been 
rewarded was substantially unanimous. It 
always has been and always will be so. The 
only opposition came from men like Charles 
Sumner, whose minds were biased against 
military men. Gen. Grant himself was not 
desirous to be President. He inclined to- 
wards the retention of the General’s position, 
as it was a life place with good pay and he was 
not rich. But the popular pressure was irre- 
sistible and he yielded as any other man 
would do. But that pressure was Union Re- 
publican and not Democratic. He could not 
have been a Democratic candidate without be- 
ing disloyal to his own nature, his patriotic 
sentiments, and his comrades in arms. That 
was not Gen. Grant’s character. 
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CARTER HARRISON AND THE FARMERS’ 
ALLIANCE. 


It was stated in an articlein yesterday’s 
Trrpune that Carter Harrison, having failed 
to get the Mayoralty of Chicago, was in search 
of the next best place, the Presidency of the 
United States, and had hopes of attainmg it 
through the Farmers’ Alliance. Some of the 
reasons why he might be acceptable to the 
members of that organization were stated as 
follows: 

In the first place, Carter Harrison was born on 
a farm—a Kentucky farm. He stands well with 
the people of the South. He was born in Ken- 
tucky and raised there. The People’s party is 
strong in the South, and it is asserted he would 
make a powerful candidate. Comparatively 
speaking, there are more Alliance men south of 
the Mason ahd Dixon line than in any other sec- 
tion of the country. Their original party affilia- 
tions were Democratic. His friends claim he 
could carry Illinois beyond a doubt on account of 
his great popularity in Chicago. This fact alone 
would induce the Democratic convention to in- 
dorse him, it is said, if he was nominated by the 
People’s party. Mr. Harrison’s position on the 
silver question, it is claimed, would help him 
capture the nomination. His ideas are in accord 
with those of a great many farmers, and it is said 
can be modified to suit the soft-money people. 
His views on the tariff will suit the Northern 
fatmers and his views on the money question will 
suit the Southerner. 


These things are good in their way, but they 
are not sufficient. They will no more catch 
the Farmers’ Alliance than the mere fact 
that a man is not drunk commends him to the 
votes of political prohibitionists, Mr. Harri- 
son must agree to indorse a great deal more 
vicious doctrine than he has done yet before 
he can compete for a nomination. with 
the Stanfords, Peffers, Polks, Livingstons, 
Weavers, Simpsons, et al. He is for stump- 
tail silver, which means one-quarter repudia- 
tion of honest debts. So was Ingalls, but it 
did not save him. Before the Alliance will 
look at the horriy-hahded farmer of Ashland 
avenue he must come out in favor of the fol- 
lowing things: 

1. The erection by the Federal Government, 
at the expense of all the taxpayers, of enough 
warehouses to store ail the non-perishable 
farm products of the United States. After 
the Alliance has come to understand the cold 
storage system it will add another plank to its 
platform calling on the government to build 
cold storage warehouses where fresh meats, 
dressed poultry, eggs, milk, vegetables, and 
fruits can be kept in good condition. 

2. The establishment by the Federal Gov- 
ernment of Subtreasuries throughout the 
United States, to which farmers who have 
put their product in Federal warehouses may 
go and get an advance of 80 per cent on their 
market selling value in fiat money, the loan 
to be repaid when the products are taken out 
of warehouse and sold. This is to enable the 
farmer to have funds till the withholding of 
his crops from the market has forced up prices 
to a starvation point. When the Alliance 
gives the order he will unload, get his usurious 
price, and repay his loan of fiat money, the 
interest on which will be 2 per cent in fiat 
money. ; 7 

3. In order to escape the destructive charge 
of class legislation similar loans must be 
made on the land of the planters and farmers, 
the goods of the merchant, and the products 
of the manufacturers. The loans on land are 
to draw but 1 per cent interest in fiat money 
and will be payable 20 years from date or 
whenever the | pleases in flat notes. 
4. The money in which these loans must be

for they have 4 real value, and therefore the 
government could not get it to loan, but in 
“fiat” shinplasters, which cost but little 
to produce them, Stumptail silver will not 
do, for it is worth seventy-tive cents of 
the gold dollar, and if it formed the 
currency the debtor could cheat his cred- 
itor only ont of a quarter of what 
he owed him, The Farmers’ Alliance 
thinks so small a theft is nct worth fussing 
over.

With that 
amount of money out the Alliance thinks 
that there would be no more complaints about 
a scarcity of the article. And there would not 
be, but judging from the experience of the 
past, which the Alliance disregards, there 
would be loud complaints as to its purchasing 
power, which would only equal the value of 
dead autumn leaves, while equally as plenty. 

5. The Alliance demands that the Federal 
Government shall buy all the railroads and 
telegraphs of the country and operate them. 
They are to be paid for in fiat bonds drawing 
2 per cent fiat interest, payable in flat. If 
the operating expenses exceed the fiat re- 
ceipts, which would be the case, for the peo- 
ple will demand low transportation charges, 
the deficit can be met by the issue of more 
fiat bonds, with 2 per cent interest, payable 
in flat. That will not increase the taxes, 
for “ flat costs only the printers’, papermak- 
ers’, and ink bills, 

Mr. Harrison has shown during his long 
political career the ability to swallow and 
digest a variety of exceedingly odd principles. 


He has been pretty successful in being “ all 


things to all men.“ But great as his swallow- 
ing powers are Tun Trisunz does not be- 
lieve that he can get down the Ocala 
platform.

But if he were to out-Peffer Peffer, and get 
the Alliance support, he would have to pay a 
heavy price for it.

The members of that nationality 
will put up with no fantastic crankery and 
financial dishonesty. Willing to pay in full in 
honest money what they owe, they demand 
that what is due them shall be paid in honest 
money. If Harrison were to gain the Peffer 
and Polk Alliance he would lose all common- 
sense and honest men of every nationality. 


SIX AND A HALF PER CENT THE NET 
PROFITS OF MANUFACTURERS. 

Two years ago several Democratic papers 
devoted considerable time to an attempt to 
prove that the profits of American manufact- 
urers under the protective system were 20 or 
30 per cent. They took the value of the prod- 
uct of the census year—1880—deducted there- 
from the sums paid for materials and for 
wages, and assumed that the remainder con- 
stituted the net profit of the manufacturer. 
Tax Trrsvuxe pointed out that what those pa- 
pers called a net profit could be hardly called 
a gross one, because of the omission of items 
like taxes, insurance, ete., which are part of 
the cost of production. It showed also that in 
order to ascertain the actual reward of the 
manufacturer it was fiecessary to make an al- 
lowance for depreciation of plant, losses by 
bad debts, cost of marketing goods, etc. Al- 
lowing for these things, Tun Tareunsz could 
not see how the net profits of the manufact- 
urers of the United States for 1880 exceeded 7 
per cent on their capital. 


T be accuracy of this estimate is strikingly 


confirmed by the just published report of the 
State Bureau of Labor of Massachussetts 
„Net Profits in Manufacturing Industries,’’ 
The bureau was able to get full returns from 
only 10,013 of the 23,431 establishments in the 
State, but they have 75.45 per cent of all the 
capital invested, and turn out 69.21 per cent 
of the total product. Theresults can be ac- 
cepted with safety for the entire. manufactur- 
ing industry of Massachusetts. 

The capital of the 10,013 manufactories was 
$377,711,000 and the selling price of the goods 
produced was $466,933,000. The cost of pro- 
duction is classified thus:

The excess of selling price above cost of 
production was 12.95 per cent, equivalent to 
16 per cent on capital invested. But the fol- 
lowing deductions remain to be made: 

Interest (5 per cent on cash and credit capital). 
Depreciation (10 per cent on vaiue of machinery, 
implements, and tools). Allowance for selling ex- 
pense and losses by bad debts (5 per cent on sell- 
ing price). 

This reduces the net profit to 4.83 per cent. 
It will be claimed, however, that this deduc- 
tion of 5 per cent on the cash capital, which is 
34 per cent of the entire capital, is not justifi- 
able. To the deduction on the credit capital, 
which is merely an allowance for interest on 
money borrowed, no one can take exception. 
Leaving out, then, this charge on account cf 
cash capital, the total net profits of the Massa- 
chusetts manufacturers for 1885 were $24,390,- 
000, or 6.45 per cent on their capital. That 
cannot be said to be an excessive rate, consid- 
ering that the proprietors had to take all the 
risks of the business. 

But some one may bring forward a state- 
ment of the heavy dividends which have been 
paid by several mills in Fall River and else- 
where ir Massachusetts—dividends which run 
up to and above 12 percent. There are such 
establishments, It appears, however, from 
the report of the Bureau of Labor that of the 
$377,711,000 of capital, $306,791;000 made a 
profit, and $70,919,000, or a little less than a 
fifth,made none. The great difference be- 
tween mills paying 12 per cent and those pay- 
ing nothing was due simply to the superior 
abilities of the men who ran the former and 
to the comparative incapacity of those in 
charge of the latter. This is something which 
extremists on both sides ignore. The free 
trader looks at the cotton mill paying 12 per 
cent and calls its proprietor a monopolist fat- 
tening on protection, The McKinleyite sees a 
mill run by some man without capacity 
which pays nothing, and clamors for a higher 
duty to protect him. The proper thing to do 
is to look at the profits of an entire industry 
and see what the reward is of all the capital 
invested. 

The manufacturing capital of Massachusetts 
pays 6.45 per cent per annum. If protection 
were withdrawn how could it continue to pay 
that profit or any unless there was a radical 

‘reduction of wages and of price of materials? 
The effect of free trade with cheap-labor 
Europe would be to snuff out the bulk of the 
manufacturing establishments at once. Those 
managed by the men of the greatest business 
ability ana experience and which are paying 
best now would live longer, but they could not 
survive when competing with foreign rivals 
who paid their workmen but half the wages 
paid here unless their hands consented to 
work for one-half less and to live correspond- 
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nues caused by letting in competitive Euro- 
pean goods free, the manufacturers would 
divide the loss with their workmen and the 
latter would have thus to bear adouble burden 
as the result of the victory of the Democratic 
policy of free trade, cheap labor, and income 
tax, 


PRACTICAL “TEMPERANCE.” 

It is a happy thought to form a bichloride 
of gold club in this city, its members to be 
graduates from the Keeley treatment at 
Dwight, III.

That is 
a matter which rests with the gentlemen 
themselves, but it may be hinted to them that 
such publication would do them no harm in 
the estimation of people whose good opinions 
are worth having. The Good Book tells us 
that there is more joy in heaven over one sin- 
ner that rerenteth than over ninety and nine 
who need no repentance, and it should not be 
to the disadvantage of any man to admit 
something which shows that he is both 
wiser and better than formerly. 

But there are other reasons why the names 
ofthe reformed ones should be published. 
Every one of them is a standing evidence of 
the power of the meens used for working a 
radical change in their appetites and habits, 
and it is not well that the light should be hid- 
den under a bushel. They should consent to 
be monuments which can be pointed to as en- 
couragement to others to essay the same 
means of reformation from vice and escape 
from the vile drink habit which is the parent 
‘of most of the sins that are committed against 
the community. It is not necessary nor de. 
sirable that these people should constitute 
themselves into a Salvation Army to go shout- 
ing through the streets and otherwise obtrud- 
ing their opinions where they are not wel- 
come. But when each one in his individual 
capacity has labored with others to induce a 
reform the effort may appropriately be 
clinched by reference to the many who have 
been saved, the argument being thus far more 
forcible thaa any mere abstract appeal 
could be. 

By organizing on this plan, of being willing 
to give quiet but bold testimony to the effi- 
cacy of the Keeley cure from the drink habit, 
the members can be a power in the commu- 
nity of far greater value than almost any 
other society in our midst that is formed for 
any one specific purpose. Without ignoring the 
value of the abstract plea in favor of “ tem- 
perance they can testify to the power of an 
agency that is more directly effective and can 
be proved to do its work so well that there is 
little blacksliding in numbers ead practically 
no danger of it in the great majority of cases, 
since the appetite for the stimulant is de- 
stroyed and the temptation thus removed.

Tux action taken by Indian Commissioner 
Morgan in declining to enter into any farther 
contracts for the Indian Catholic schools with 
what is known as the Washington Bureau for 
Indian Catholic Missions is justified by all the 
circumstances of thecase. The Commissioner 
has not interfered with any contract schools 
now existing, but he will not authorize new 
ones, and he will not recognize this bureau, 
but make his contracts with each school sep- 

rately. The Commissioner is warranted in 
taking this position, not alone because he has 
een bitterly and most unjustly attacked by 
is bureau, but because it is absurd that there 
should be two heads in managing the business 
of Indian education. No other denomination 
has set up a bureau of this kind, nor has any 
other denomination assailed the Indian De- 
partment because it has not received an in- 
crease of appropriations. For the current 
financial year the Roman Catholic schools re- 
ceive $363.349 out of $514,778, so it 1s evident 
they are not discriminated against and they 
should be content. It is time to divorce this 
bureau from any connection with the govern- 
ment as its agent. If the government is not 
capable of conducting its own business and 
making its own contracts then it had better 
step aside and hand the entire business over to 
this bureau.. The sympathy of the public will 
be with the Commissioner in the position he 
has taken and the administration conseguently 
will sustain him in it.

Chicago boasts that its new directory contains 
over 500,000 names. Then it is very evidently

— for the wildest estimate of the popula- 
tion of the Windy City, that made by the Census 
Office, places the population at a little over 
1,000,000. A directory for such a populeson. if 
it contains over 500,000 names, records one-half 
the population, and must include children as well 
as householders. That directory proves too much. 
—Fhiladelphia Ledger. 

Chicago makes no such “claim” or “ boast.” 
Chicago has said absolutely nothing on the sub- 
ject. Some reporters for the local columns of 
their papers may have made such astatement, but 
they had no foundation for it. The new directo- 
ry for 1891 has 3,068 pages. of which 2,360 pages are 
devoted to an enumeration of the names, resi- 
dences, occupations, and places of business of the 
same classes of people enumerated in all city di- 
rectories. Each page contains an average of 150 
names, which foot up an aggregate of 354,000 
names. Estimating that each name represents an 
average of 34% persons the total would be 1,249,- 
000, which is not far from the actualtruth. Thir- 
teen months ago the population of Chicago, as 
returned by the Federal Census, was 1,100,000, and 
that the increase since then has been rapid is 
shown in the 15,000 new houses built in the last year 
and in the increase of boarders and iodgers in 
the thousands of hotels and lodging-houses. 

The first 145 pages of the Chicago Directory are 
filled with miscellaneous information, such as the 
names of all the officials, clergymen, and 
churches, names of schoolhouses, names of all 
kinds of societies and clubs, names of all the 
streets and avenues. The last 564 pages are called 
the Lakeside Business Directory, giving a list 
of all the business places and their locations in 
the city. 

The best thing our amiable contemporaries 
can do is to memorize this short, easy sentence: 
Chicago, the World’s Fair city, contains one 
and a quarter million of inhabitants.” There is 


no need of contention with the statements of 


local reporters who were too lazy or careless to 
examine the new directory and compute the 
number of names it really contains, but who mul- 
tiplied the whole 3,064 by 150 and called that the 
number, making no allowance for the 564 pages of 
the Lakeside Business Directory bound up with 
the huge volume or the 145 pages of prefatory in- 
formation matter.

DEATH OF COL, JOHN E. TOURTELLOTTE, 


The Career of a Gallant Soldier and Able 


Man Closed. 

La Crossz, Wis.,J uly 22.—[ Special. ]—Lieut.- 
Col. John E. Tourtellotte, a retired officer of 
the regular army, died suddenly at his home 
in thiscity today. He leaves a brilliant record 
in military and civil life.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 22.—[ ial. |—A del- 
egation of representative Mexican merchants 
was in this city today en route to Chicago and 
the East. The excursionists are for the most 
part business-men and plantation owners of 
Mexico, and the Sefioritas in the party—

lasco, a millionaire of the City of Mexico. The 
capital of the republic 1s also represented by 
Sefors Pedro Remeau, Blas Trucheolo, Luts 
Lopez, Manuel San Juan, and Luis Dublean. 
Senor San Juan is editor of Xi Universal, 
one of the leading daily papers of 
Mexico, and  Sefior

inet. The city and State of Guadalejara are 
represented by Lic Hilarian-Romero Gil, an 
attorney; W. B. Wreington, an American en- 
gaged’ in business as a merchant in that city, 
and Sefiors Francesco Romero, Nestor Caba- 
ios, and Zeferino Espinosa, owners of large 
haciendas in the State of Guadalejara. One 
of the distinguished excursionists is Sefior 
Bahio Castro of Acambro and another is 
Sehor Jesus Mancilius of Fresnillo. Monterey, 
Sau Luis Potosi, and Pueblo are also represent- 
ed. They were entertained by the Spanish club, 
given a drive around the city and a river ex- 
cursion, and left tonight at 8:10 over the Aiton 
for Chicago.

By his will he bequeathed a farm 
to Thomas and Joseph McKay, subject to an 
annuity of $600 payable to Miss Mary A. Ro- 
bart, his housekeeper. All his other property, 
amounting to $10,000, he left to his house- 
keeper. His relatives were entirely ignored. 
For ten years Fielding and his housekeeper 
had lived together. ven years ago Fielding 
became interested in spiritualism, and since 
that time had lived a life of seclusion with his 
housekeeper, giving his whole time to the 
study of spiritualism. He frequently asserted 
that the spirits gave him valuable advice on 
the management of his affairs. The contestants 
of the will claim that Mr. Fielding was insane 
on the suhject cf spiritualism, and that the 
woman with whom he was living took ad- 
vantage of his weakness to induce him to in- 
yest a portion of his property in an annuity 
for her and for himself and to devise to her 
the remainder. ; 

The proofs of the will were submitted today 
after which the case was adjourned to Sept. 10 
to give the contestants time to prepare their 
case.

THEY WILL GETFULL PAY 
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SALARIES OF MARINE BAND MUSI- 
CIANS NOT TO BE CUT. 


The Navy Department Holds That It Is the 
Right of the Secretary to Regulate the 
Pay Within the Appropriation—Presi- 
dent Carnot and the King of Belgium, 
with a Third Person, May Arbitrate on 
the Seals. 


Wasmxorox, D. C., July 23,—[Special.]— 
The chances now are that the Marine Band 
musicians will not have their pay cut down, 
as it was feared many of them would when 
Deputy Fourth Auditor Whittaker suspended 
their accounts and asked the Navy Depart- 
ment foran explanation of the authority by 
which Secretaries Whitney and Tracy had 
changed the rating of the bandmen so as 
to increase their pay. The Marine 
Band organization was at one time 
regulated by the law of 1861, prescrib- 
ing the classification of musicians in the 
regimental bands of the army. A letter was 
sent to the Fourth Auditor by Secretary Tracy 
today showing that parts of this law had been 
repealed in 1862, and the whole of it had been 
made inoperative in 1872 by a law abolishing 
the regimental band, and that since that time 
Congress has made annual appropriations for 
the support of the band, but making no regu- 
lations as to classifications or pay,,leav- 
ing the amount of pay of each musician 
and the apportionment to classes to 
be regula by the Sec of the 
Navy. The Navy Department, therefore, holds 
that the right of the Secretary to regulate the 
pay cannot be questioned 12 as he does 
not exceed the total amount appropriated by 
Congress, just as the Secretary exercises the 
right without question to rate as many men as 
he sees fit as petty officers on board ship so 
en: kept within the limits 

appropriation. The Fourth Auditor will 
refer the matter to the Second Controller for 
tinal decision. 


ARBITRATORS ON THE SEALS. 


Likely to Be President Carnot, King of 
Belgium, and a Third Person. 

Wasutneton, D. C., July 22.— Special. —

Great Britain, it is understood, would be satis- 
fied with the King of Belgium, but if any trouble 
is experienced on this point both countries 
may be content with having publicists of in- 
ternational reputation for arbitrators.

MISCELLANEOUS WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Pine Ridge Indians Will Return to Their 
Former Custodians, 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., July 22.—[Special.]— 
Necessary orders were issued today at the 
War Department to transfer to the Interior 
Department the Indians who have been held 
at the Pine Ridge agency since last January. 
There are about 800 of these Indians, and 
their detention by the War Department has 
necessitated a large detail of troops 
at the agency. For some time 
past, however, there has been 
noted an inclination towards more peaceful 
conduct by the braves, and the War Depart- 
ment was only too glad to get rid of such an 
incumbrance when it was suggested. Since 
the 10th inst. there has been consideratle cor- 
respondence on this subject between Acting 
Secretary Grant and Secretary Noble, and a 
culmination was reached today by which the 
Indians return to their former custodians of 
the Interior Department. 

Curréncy to Move the Crops. 

The shipments of currency to the West to 
„ move the erops opened up lively today, 
the sum of $638,000 in small notes bei 
shipped from the Treasury to Cincinnati 
Chicago in exchange .for ‘deposits at New 
York. The department has been preparing 
for this transfer with a view to meeting the 
demand for small notes for the purpose indi- 
cated. According to present indications the 
demand will be unusually large this 1 one 
official estimating it at $15,000, „ The 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing has in- 
creased its force and is printing the notes as 
rapidly as possible,

The only civil- 
ized countries now remaining outside of the | 
union are Cape Colony and the South African 
republics, which will probably come in at the 
next quinquennial congress, making the 
postal union universal in fact as well as in 
name.

Landlord Bemis Begins Action for $25,000 
Damages—Smoke-Ordinance Violators. 
Landlord Bemis has begun his legal war to 

prevent the smoke nuisance. Last evening his 

attorney entered suit in the Circuit Court in 


behalf of the Richelieu Hotel company against 


the Illinois Central raitroad company, dam- 
ages being placed at $25,000. For a loag time 
Mr. Bemis and his guests have been annoyed 
by dense volumes of smoke coming from the 
Lake-Front and entering the windows of the 
hotel. Clouds come from the smoke-stacks of 
half a dozen excursion steamers which occupy 
the piers at the foot of Van: Buren street, but 
most of the smoke comes from the locomo- 
tives of the Illinois Central. While actions 
could be brought against the owners’ of the 
boats and the railroad company for violating 
the ordinance in not complying with the pro- 
visions to use smoke consumers, yet Mr. 
Bemis claims the right to sue at law on the 
ground that his property is actually being 
damaged. Other property-owners on Michi- 
gan avenue are of the same opinion, and suits 
— contemplated against the steamboat peo- 


ple. 

Smoke Inspector George says he is to 
make it hot for the Illinois Conteal. Seb. 
urban residents living south have been half 
smothered by locomotive smoke as they 
yassed through the Illinois Central yards at 

elfth street durmg the evening after 6 
o’clock. So pronounced has the nuisance be- 
come that many people have lost ail faith in 
the efficiency of the Smoke Department of 
the Health Office.

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AMERICANS KILLED BY CHINAMEN, 


Celestials Riot Over a Supposed Abduction 
of Orphan Children. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 22.—Lievt. Com- 
mander Marthon of the United States steam- 
ship Palos, writing to his wife in this city from 
Kiangking, China, under date July 8, says the 
Palos reached there June 6. Learning that a 
riot had taken place at Wusich the night be- 
fore, he immediately proceeded up the river 
to that place, where he received information 
from a Chinese customs clerk of the killing of 
two men by the rioters. Marthon visited 
Sione accompanied by guides from Chinese 
gunboats and found the body of Missionary 
Argent lying where he fell, in the gateway at 
the door of the church which had been 
pillaged by the rioters. The body of Custom- 
House Officer Green was found lying 
in the street several squares distant. 
The body had been covered by mats. 
Just beyond were the walls of his dwelling 
house entirely destroyed. The house in the 
rear of that one had been set on fire but did 
not burn. Marthon uested permission to 
take the bodies aboard Palos, but was told 
that the inquest had not been held. He at- 
tended the inquest next morning, and de- 
scribes the peculiar methods of Chinese of- 
ficials in such matters, the inquest being de- 
voted chiefly to the beating of drums, ex-

A 
street lounger asked one of the coolies what 
was in the basket. The latter refusing to an- 
swer the fellow raised the lid, “disclosing the 
children. The crowd which had gathered 
raised the cry that the missionaries were 
taking the children away to dig their eyes out, 
and forthwith attacked them, killing Argent 
and plundering the place. 

Customs Officer Green was met by the mob 
and killed while on his way to assist the wives 
of the missionaries. 

On the return ot the Palos from Wusich to 
Kiangking word was received of an attem 
riot in the city. Men were landed from the 
Palos and the French frigate Inconstant and 
the German ship Otus to protect the settle- 
ments, but at the request of the Chinese 


General, who informed the respect- 
ive Consuls that he would protect 
the place, the sailors were withdrawn. 
No outbreak followed, but American 


residents withdrew from the city at Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Marthon’s suggestion. In 
closing his letter he says the Chinese do not 
want religion, and that he has yet to meet the 
first Christian Chinaman. The natives ap- 
ar to be troubled wherever the missionaries 
appen to be stationed, no matter whether 
church, school, or hospital is located, and 
there is also a sort of general outbreak against 
foreigners. Concerning the reports of the 
likelihood of a riot at Hankow Marthon 
writes that the gunboats Porpoise and Viper 
are there, a that, assisted by these, the 
large foreign population could defend the 
place without difficulty. 


DECREASE IN THE OUTPUT OF PIG-IRON. 


A Greater Degree of Reaction Experi- 
enced Than Ever Before in This Line. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 22.—The bulletin 
of the American Iron and Steel Association 
contains the exact figures of the production of 
pig-iron in the United States and shows the 
total production in the first half of 1891 was 
3,371,025 gross tons, against 4,560,513 gross 
tons in the first half of 1890, a decrease of 
1,188,588 gross tons, or 26 percent. Our pro- 
duction of pig-iron in the two halves of 1890 
did not greatly vary, so that it is not neces- 
sary to make a comparison with the last half 
of that year. 

The reduction in anthracite and mixed 
anthracite and coke pig iron in the first half of 
1891 was 17.2 per cent; in unmixed coke and 
raw bituminous pig iron 30.8 per cent, and in 
charcoal pig iron 6 per cent. ‘Ihe reduction 
in Bessemer pig iron was 32.8 per cent. 


The decline in our production of pig iron in 


the first six months of 1891 affected the pig 
iron producing States very unequally. Some 
States actually increased 1 in 
the first Lalf of 1891, as compared with the first 
haif of 1890, The States which increased their 
productions were Massachusetts, Connecticut, 
Georgia, Texas, Michigan, and Colorado. 
Four of these States produce only charcoal 
pig-iron. The production of Pennsytvania 
was reduced 636,304 net tons; Ohio, 237,568 
tons; Illinois, 149,818 tons; Alabama, 84,330 
tons; Missouri, 46,684 tons; New York, 44,611 
tons; West Virginia, 42,662 tons; Wisconsin, 
31,486 tons; Maryland, 22,640 tons; New 
Jersey, 20,504 tons; Kentucky, 6,767 tons; 
Indiana, 3,988 tons; Oregon. 652 tons; and 
North Carolina, 398 tons. Tennessee came 
very near maintaining her record fur the first 
half of last year, producing in the first half of 
1891 within 1,483 net tons of her pro luction in 
the first half of 1890. 

The figures showing our production of pig- 
iron in the first half of 1881 indicate a far 
greater reaction in this leadi branch of our 
iron and steel industries than ever before 
occurred. Even the reaction following the 
panic of 1873 was relatively not anywhere 
near so severe as that which has just taken 
place. In the same year in which that panic 
occurred our production of pig-iron reached 
its maximum of 2,560,963 gross tons. From 
that year until the close of 1876 there was a 
gradual decline in production to 1,868,961 
gross tons in the last named year, or 27 per 
cent for the whole period from 1878. Now we 
reduce our production 26 per cent in six 
months. \ 


SIX YEARS MORE THAN A CENTURY. 
Maurice Lee 


Dies at the Age of 106—The 
Funeral Services. 

Maurice Lee is dead at the age of 106 years. 
His residence was at No. 27 Currier street, a 
short thoroughfare near Augusta street and 
Milwaukee avenue. He has been a familiar 
figure in that neighborhood for many years, 

Mr. Lee was born in County Kerry, Iréland, 
in 1785. He learned the stone mason’s trade 
and worked at it until 61 years of age, when ad- 
vancing years relegated him to his cane and 
rocking-chair. He resided in Chicago forty 
years, His eldest cnild is 80 years old. He 
was a great favorite with the children of the 
neighborhood and any pleasant afternoon 
could be seen in his heavy old-fashioned rock- 
ing-chair in front of his home telling stories

around him, his aged wife sitting meantime 
by his side busily knitting, 

In a vacant half-block across the street from 
his home the smail boys of the vicinity play 
baseball, and like the older patrons of the 
game the youngsters played few games with- 
out quarreling. The game would be stopped 
and the questions taken across the street to 
Grandpa“ Lee for decision, and his judg- 
ment was final. He had never been sick a 
day in his life. Death a ntly came pain- 
lessly. He sat in his rocker chatting merrily, 
when his head feli on his chest, and when 
those near him ran forward he was dead. 

Mr. Lee used both liquor and tobacco when 
he felt disposed. He laughed at the vegetari- 
ans and others with dieting fads and ate any- 
thing ordinarily found on a well-spread table. 
He was proud of his extreme age and delight- 
ed to playfully address his friends wie ak 
reached 70 or 80 years as children.

BIDS FOR AN ILLINOIS BUILDING. 


The State Board Will Have Them Adver- 
tised For at Once—Work It Has Done.

of World’s Fair Commissioners met at the 
Sherman House, and Chairman Virgin of the 
Construction committee reported that Archi- 
tect Boyington had been permanently en- 
gaged to submit plans and specifications and 
to superintend the construction of the State 
buildings.

The Com missioners, however, did not care to 
decide the matter without Mr. Pace, Chair- 
man of the committee, having those matters 
in charge, and after passing a vote of thanks 
to the professors for their information it de- 
cided todefer action until Chairman Pace 
coũld be present.

MAY NOT BE COLUMBUS’ BONES, 


Special Commissioner Frederick A. Ober 
Writes from Santo Domingo. 

Special Commissioner Frederick A. Over, 
who has been ransacking Santo Domingo for 
World’s Fair exhibits, does not feel sure that 
the remains of Columbus on exhibition in that 
city are quite genuine, although he secured a 
photograph of the same. In a private letter 
Commissioner Ober writes among other 
things: 

As to the remains of Columbus, I hold my opin- 
ion of them in reserve. They made a great deal 
of my visit to ey 8 and 1 me every 
Opportunity for otographing e remains. 
Afterwards they — me a book in which 
there is inscribed the opinion of others regarding 
them, and requested me to do the same. I was 
taken by surprise, but it occurred to me that such 
an expression might be a little previous, in view 
of my character as envoy, and 1 did not do it. I 
stated my pleasure in seeing these historic me- 
mentoes, etc,, but did not commit myself with an 
opinion as to their authenticity. 

I have just had made a perfect fac simile of the 
historic cross of the cathedral here. erected in 
1514, of old mahogany, just the color of the orig- 
inal. An old building, part of the ancient fort- 
ress, was being torn down, and I secured a beam 
— 300 years old, from which I had the cross 
made. 


BOTANY WILL RE REPRESENTED. 


Superintendent Smith Talks of the Plans 
for the Government Display. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 22.—|Special. }]— 
“Botany will be magnificently represented 
at the World’s Fair,” remarked Supt. 
William R. Smith of the Government Gar- 
dens, and to insure the success of the exhibit 
this branch of work has been intrusted to 
Prof. Saunders of the Department of Agri- 
culture. He will draw from four channels at 
the Capitol of the United States materials for 
his display and every inducement has been of- 
fered him by the managers of the Exposition 
to arrange something creditable. In land- 
scape materials he will be assisted by 
Frederick Law Olmsted, who designed and laid 
out the beautiful grounds adjacent to the 
Capitol Building; from the botanic gardens 
will come curios which have been accumulat- 
ing for many years, especially in palms, of 
which I have 100 varieties. At the Depart- 
ment of iculture are forests of useful 
plants.and shrubs from which a selection can 
be made, and George Brown of the propagat- 
ing gardens has an inexhaustible supply of 
flowering shrubs and hardy varieties of trees 
such as are used in the ornamentation of pub- 
lic parks. In the course of a recent confer- 
ence between Prof. Saunders and myself a 
plan was outlined for the government display 
of tropical fruita, flowers, and shrubbery of 
every kind at Chicago, and when everything is 
in position there will be a sight of which this 
country can well be proud. 


THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO LOOP. 


Vice-President King Thinks His Road Will 
Get a Lot of the Traffic. 

BaL Tonk, Md., July 22.—[ Special. Vice- 
President King of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad has gone to Pittsburg. Before leav- 
ing here he expressed great glee at the coup 
of the road by which it secured direct entrance 
in the World’s Fair Grounds over its own line, 
and said the thing gave promise of being a 
more profitable affair than he had at first 
thought it would be. He stated that the com- 
plete right of way had been purchased and 
there was nothing to interfere with the work 
of building the line. which would be soon be- 
gun. Mr. King was very sanguine that the 
short cut would give his road a very large 
slice of the Eastern traffic and transportation 
and a still greater proportion of the foreign 
transportation. With its immense terminals 
on Staten Island in New York harbor the road

VALLEY PEOPLE COMPLAIN OF THE 
BRIDGEPORT PUMPING WORKS. 


Supt. Layton Brings a Vigorous Kick to the 
City with Him, and Says They Have 
Never Been Worse Served than at Pres- 
ent—Water in the Canal Only Nine 
Inches Above the Water in the Chi- 
cago River, He Says. 

Supt. Layton of the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal was in the city yesterday, and made an 
eariy visit to the Bridgeport pumping works, 
where he bitterly complained to those in 
charge that enough water is not being sent 


down the canal, that the valley people are 


complaining, and that they have good reason 
to complain. Supt. Layton was seen later 
and he said: 

.**We have never been worse served. This 
morning at 9 o’clock, thirty-six hours after the 
injury to the pumps, the water in the canal 
was only nine inches above the water in the 
Chicago River. It ought to have been three 
feet eight inches above. Wecould take care 
of it to that height, and we ought surely to 
get all we can take care of for the purposes of 
duution. 

In my recollection the condition of the 
river has never been worse than it is at the 
present time, and the people of the canal 
have never had more just cause for complaint. 
At Joliet and Lockport Monday evening and 
allday yesterday the stench was almost un- 
bearable. Joliet was without light last night. 
The electricity there is generated by water 
power. There was no water power, no elec- 
tricity, and no electric lights. I telegraphed 
this morning to Mr. Norton that there would 
not be enough water power for electric lights 
at Joliet this evening. 

‘*T can’t understand the cause of the delay 
m working the uninjured boilers, Only one 
out of eight has been rendered unserviceatle. 
The steampipes are allright. I cannot under- 
stand why some boilers, which appear to have 
been idle all summer, have not been used. 

„When I made a suggestion as to this I was 
told that the boilers had to be inspected. But 
the city has a boiler inspector, and it is 
thirty-six hours since the accident. That 
accident might have been prevented by 
proper precautions. I saw part of the 
shattered boiler. It was a case of too little 
water and too much st¢am. 

Worse than Last Year. 


„The service has not been as good this year 
as it was last year. On an average we have 
not been getting nore than 35.000 cubic feet 
of water per minute, or 10,000 cubic feet less 
than we can take care of. Itis not my busi- 
ness to locate blame. But we ought to have 
better service from the Bridgeport works. 

Representative’ David Forsythe of Joliet 
also visited the city 1 and protested 
against the way in which valley people were 
being treated by the Chicago cials. He 
thought the Canal Commissioners ought to 
be more zealous in protecting them. He 
called on the Drainage Commissioners to find 
out how soon relief might be expected from 
them. But he was not gatisfied with the re- 
phes made to him. ) 

The Joliet people undoubtediy have good 
reason to complain. Ald. Dunham says the 
river never was in worse condition. In this 
he agrees with Superintendent Leyton, A 
former city engineer corroborates both. The 
river has been neglected for several years. 
The water 1s stagnant and putrid, and if a 
spell of really warm weather sets in there is 
danger oi the spread of malaria! diseases. 

But Assistant City Engineer Cooke is above 
such petty considerations, and says that Mr. 
Leyton’s talk is all bosh.”’ He says: 

As a matter of fact the pumps at Bridge- 
port never pumped more water than they are 
pumping just now. If the canal people no- 
tice an unusual stench just at present it is their 
own fault. The canal has not been cleaned in 
thirty years, so far as I can find out, and it is 
in a frightful condition. 

“If our pumps were throwing chemically 
pure water the state of affairs in the canal 
would be quite as bad. Our pumps are doing 
more work than ever and the canal people 
have no cause for complaint.“ 


What Engineer Clarke Says. 


Chief Engineer Clarke was more moderate 
than his assistant. He admitted that since 
the accident enough water was not being sent 
down the canal, and that all day yesterday 
and the day before only two pumps were work- 
ing. He said he * a third pump would 
be at work at 6 o’clock, and the fourth one 
would be in operation this evening, 

He went down to the works himself yester- 
day to direct 1 and did all that was 
in his power to afford relief to the people of 
the valley and of the city. As far as he could 
ascertain the engineer in charge, Mr. Culli- 
ton, is a capable man and has done his duty 
faithfully and well. 

But to be candid,” he added, the trouble 
dates back to his appointment, and in my 
judgment is due to the use of the river 
water in the boilers. This was resorted to in 
order to economize in the use of city water. 
It was a false economy, as the accident has 
proven, and I have given instruct' ons that 
only city water shall be used. The ingredients 
of the filthyriver water gave rise to gases 
which corroded the iron of the boilers. This 
thing must cease. We will soon, have the 
boilers in good working order 

J have not the report of the engineers who 
have investigated this accident before me. 
But my impression now is that no blame at- 
taches to Mr. Culliton, except he can be 
blamed for following the practice of his pred- 
ecessors in using the river water in the boil- 
ers when he was not instructed to use it.“ 

Mr. Clarke said the water in the canal at 2 
o’clock yesterday was two feet above the wa- 
ter in the river and that it would be raised 
one foot higher during the night. No effort 
— being spared to afford the necessary re- 

ief. 

Views of the Marine Men. 

From the standpoint of the marine men the 
condition of the river is worse now than it has 
been for some years. It is claimed that less 
repulsive matter finds its way into the stream 
now than ever before, yet the condition of the 
water is exceedingly bad. 

The condition of the river is much more 
repulsive than it was last year.“ said Capt. J. 
S. Dunham as he sat in his office yesterday 
afternoon and looked out upon the waters of 
the stream. See those geysers,” he added, 
energetically, panting to the wave of 
a passing tug. The water fairly foamed and 
boiled. “ Those bubbles you see, he con- 
tinued, “ are filled with gases. 

The reason the river is in a worse condi- 
tion than it ever was before is because the 
pumps at Bridgeport have not been run to 
their full capacity. According to the joint 
resolution adopted by the Thirty-sixth Gen- 
eral Assembly 60,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute should be pumped at Bridgeport. The 
water was better last year than ever before. 
This was because 55,000 cubie feet per minute 
were pumped all summer. Why, we had lake 
water up as far as the Wells street bridge a 
“The trouble is th 

»The trouble is they reduced the pumps 
to one-half of their capacity Pee Bo the 
winter, and the result is the dregs have 
been settling ever since. Then this season 
the pumps have not been run to their full ca- 
pacity. I do not know why, but I have been 
informed that the men in charge at Bridge- 
port are not competent... Ido not know any- 
thing about it except from hearsay. All I 
knqw is the water is bad and that there is less 
refuse matter being emptied into the river 
than ever before. 


Comes from the Sewers. 
‘Practically the repulsive maiter emptied 
into the rivér now comes from the sewers. The 
gas companies, the distilleries, and the tan- 
neries have stopped throwing anything in the 
river. I’m told that the gas companies are 


which until a couple of years ago was em ptied 
into the river. A process of manufacturing 
roofing material out of this refuse has bcen 
adopted and is exceedingly profitable. 

Isaw Capt. J. M. ighton on Chan 
this morning and he told me the water in t 
canal was worse than it had been for a long 
time.

Engines and Boilers in Bad Shape. 

„For months,” said Engineer Culliton, 
» have been complaining about the condi- 
tion of the boilers and engines. When I took 
charge of them they were in wretched shape. 
I know this because I examined them and I 
am a practical engineer. I know as much 
about boilers and engines as any man in Chi- 
cago. I have worked engines and boilers ever 
since I was 8 years old, and I am 82 now. 
That boiler that blew 3 was in bad condition. 
IN I came here I had to put new sheets on 
i 

The explosion was one which could not 
have been prevented. It was caused by the 
water lifting, and that is the thing engineers 
know cannot be guarded against. The water 
was simply hack ig and the plates became hot 
and bent. When the water fell back the 
explosion came. ad the boiler been in 
condition there would not have been much 
left of the boiler house. As it was, the one 
boiler alone was injured, while only the north 
end of the boiler house was wrecked. Why, 
there wasn't a brick that was blown more than 
twenty feet.“ 

Asa matter of fact the boiler-house is a 
sorry-looking structure just now. The north 
wall toppled over into the canal while 9 
tion of the east and west walls were piled up 
in a most incongruous heap, brick, timbers, 
coal, and pieces sheet-iron roofing being 
mixed up in one big heap. Only one boiler 
was seriously injured, but as that was con- 
nected with the other three in the same build- 
ing it prevents the -use of any of them until 
the damage shall be repaired. 

After the Accident. 

In continuing to speak about the boilers Mr. 
Culliton said: After the accident we shut 
down for a few minutes, but resumed pump- 
ing in less than half an hour. At the time 
the boiler that exploded was the only one in use 
in tho south boiler room. We haveeight boilers, 
but we never use over five or six, as they will 
furnish all the steam we want. When the ex- 

plosion took place we were using the four 
boilers in the north house and the one in the 
south house. Of course, with only four 
boilers as we have now, we cannot pump our 
full capacity, but we are pumping 40,000 cubic 
feet a minut and by tomorrow, or Friday at 
ill have reached our full ca- 
pacity 60,000 cubic, feet of water per min- 
ute. 
But if you are pumping this amount of 
water, why is it that there are so many com- 
plaints about the water in the river and the 
canal? Capt. Dunham and the vesselmen 
say that in the last twenty years the water in 
this part of the river was never so bad as it is 
nov. 


“ Roasts” Capt. Dunham. 

„Capt. Dunham doesn’t know what he is 
talking about,“ said Mr. Culliton, excitedly. 
He wants to get me out of this position. He 
has a man that he wants to get in here, and 
he is doing everything he can to get me out. 
I wish Tun Trisuns would roast him. He 
doesn’t know what he is talking about. 

“ The water now is in just as good condi- 
tion as it ever was. If you are set down here 
with an open sewer on one side and another 
open sewer on the other and told to pump the 
contents of the first into the second you can 
pump for ail eternity and not get clean water 
in either sewer. Of course the river is foul. 
Why shouldn’t it be?“ 

The river certainly is foul, but it is worse 
than the canal, The canal has a fairly swift 
current, and doesn’t have a chance to smell as 
bad as it might. The river has almost no 
current, and every foul odor that it contains 
is allowed to contaminate the air before the 
water is anywhere near the pumping station. 

At Archer avenue the water in the river is 
ofinky blackness and is covered with big 
patches of thick, filthy-looking scum. Occa- 
sionally the scum breaks sufficiently to allow 
a big bubble of gas from decaying animal or 
vegetable matter to lose itself in the air. This 
gas is wonderfully rmeating, and as it 
spreads abroad it makes the unaccustomed 
visitor wish that he could be somewhere else.

IMPOSSIBILITY OF A TOMATO CORNER. 


One of Chicago’s Dealers Ridicules the 
Scheme of a St. Louis Man. 

Regarding the story telegraphed from St. 
Louis and published in yesterday’s Tripunz 
to the effect that a tomato trust is about being 
formed by a Chicago merchandise broker, 
Joseph Spies, the South Water street fruit 
man, said: 

There's nothing in that story. It says 
that this cornerer intends, through agents, to 
induce canners to agree not to sell for less 
than 8 cents a dozen at the canneries; that 
this broker agrees to advance to the packer 60 
per cent of the value of the product and in re- 
turn the canners are to agree to place the sale 
of their tomatoes in the hands of the broker. 
Now. I know not whether such a scheme is 
being worked on or not, but it can never suc- 
ceed.

E INDIAN WARS IN MEXICO. 


STORY TOLD BY TWO MEXICAN EN- 
GINEERS NOW IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Impossible to Dislodge the Indians from 
the Mountain Fastnesses—A Newspaper 
Man on Canadian Affairs—Montana Re- 
publicans Solidly for Blaine—Lieut.-Gen. 
Sir Allen Johnson on the Prospects of a 
European War—Hotel Arrivals, 

Unknown to the outside world a bloody war 
is now raging in the mountains of Mexico. 

Such is the statement of Liberato and Tora- 


nato Marcor, young Mexican engineers who 
arrived yesterday at the Leland. The war is 


. 2 ' 
not one of revolution, but is one of even 


greater destruction, and news of it has hither- 
to been suppressed because of its possible 
bad effects upon intending immigration, of 
which the government is now greatly desir- 
ous. It has generally beer supposed that with 
the death of the great leader of the Yaqui In- 
dians, King Cajeme, the Indian wars of Old 
Mexico had ceased. Such is by no means the 
case, say the Sefiors Marcor. Thousands of 
them are strongly intrenched in the impassa- 
ble mountains of Northwestern Mexico, and 
the troops which are stationed at all the towns 
along the Yaqui River are powerless to reach 
them or to protect the lives and property of 
the citizens. In bands of fifty or more the Ya- 
quis daily make unexpected assaults upon the 
people of the plain. Fierce battles with the 
troops follow, but before the latter can ac- 
complish anything the savages escape to their 
mountain passes with renewed supplies of 
food and ammunition, generally carrying with 
them a number of hapless women whose fate 
is never known. 

It being impossible to reach them, as they 
are so furtified as to form an entirely distinct 
country, no one knows of the life they lead 
nor is the name of their new King known. 
This condition of things is said to be daily 
growing more alarming and to such an extent 
that the government cannot much Jonger con- 
tinue its endeavor to secretly wage war upon 
so dangerous a foe. 


A. W. Lyman, editor of the Helena Inde- 
pendent, was at the Palmer yesterday return- 
ing from Toronto, where he succeeded in ob- 
taining a decision to hold the next meeting of 
the National Educational Association in his 
city. 

During his Canadian visit Mr. Lyman was 
a close student of the sensational troubles of 
the government and expresses his belief that 
the increasing scandal is so great as to justify 
any expectation, even that of the total down- 
fall of the government. It has added, too, he 
says, to the increasing desire for union with 
the United States. This feeling is strongest 
in Toronto, where the people secretiy desire 
complete annexation, but talk of it under 
their breath much as though they were Rus- 
sian Nihilists so loud is the ery of “traitor ”’ 
from some quarters.

pol. The Chicago and Northwestern 
and the Chicago, Burlington and Northern 
are suffering and consequently nearly all the 
second-class and excursion business has to be 
directed by the Advisory Board over those 
roads. The Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City 
next to the Milwaukee and St. Paul is doing the 
largest share of the passenger traffic between 
Chicago and St. Paul and it expects to main- 
‘tain the proud eminence it has gained during 
the last year.

Stoux Crry, Ia., July 22.—[{Special.]—The 
action of the Live Stock Shipping Association 
of Northwestern Iowa last night will be fol- 
‘lowed by the filing of innumerable suits by 
shippers not members of the association to re-

The Mis- 
souri Pacific asked that this rate be made, 
and the Alton was willing. 


Chicago and Toledo Bee Line, 

Donald McLean, one of the promoters of 
the new opposition line to the Lake Shore 
which will be known as the Chicagoand Toledo 
Bee Line, was in the city yesterday.

The long-pending suits involving the Frank- 
fort, St. Louis and Toledo, the Kokomo and 
Delphos, and the Monon and Ottawa railroads, 
which were consolidated in 1876 under the 
name of the Frankfort, St. Louis and Toledo, 
were decided today. It was charged that the 
consolidation was illegal and the dissolution 
was asked. The court held that as the plaintiff 
had acquiesced in the consolidation for many 
years it would grant no relief, though there 
was no doubt in some respects the action of 
the coinpanies had been illegal without being 
tainted with fraud.

PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS. 


DEMOCRATS DISCUSSING BLAINE, HAR- 
KISON, AND M’KINLEY. 


Everything Declared to Depend Upon Mr. 
Blaine and His Health—If Well Next 
Year He Will Be the Nominee—If Not, 
It May Be Harrison, or McKinley 
Should the Latter Carry Ohio This Fall 
—Buckeye Democrats in a Sad State. 


Wasutneton, D. C., July 19.—[Special to 
N. T. World.]—The panorama of national 
politics, as seen froin this point of observa- 
tion, is growing in interest. As the scene 
changes trom State to State, and as the time 
approaches when all these events are to cul- 
minate in the National Conventions, the in- 
terest becomes more intense. 

Except asto McKinley and Ohio, matters 
on the Republican side seem tobe merely 
drifting, othing else seems to be possible. 
Everything depends upon Mr, Blaine. If Mr. 
Blaine’s health shall improve matters will go 
one way in the Republican party. If he gets 
worse they will go another. If Mr. Blaine is 
well and a candidate he will be nominated 
next year. If be is not well Mr. Harrison 
may be nominated, and if he is well and not a 
candidate Mr. Hurrison may be nominated in 
that event likewise. If McKinley wins in 
Ohio and Mr. Blaine is in sound health 
next year he will have McKinley to 
beat in the National convention. He 
may beat him with Harrison, or he may find 
it necessary to enter the lists himself; but he 
will beat him. McKinley's friends are in no 
doubt upon that point. McKinley is running 
for President; the Governorship is only a step 
in that direction. But he fully comprehends 
the attitude towards him of Mr. Blaine and 
his friends, and the good logic of itin view of 
his own stubborn resistance to Blaine and rec- 
— These circumstances plant many 
thorns in the pathway to Gubernatorial glory 
which Mr, McKinley has laid out for himself. 
There have been many recent indications of 
Mr. Blaine’s great strength with the Repub- 
licans of Ohio. [he Club convention at 
Cincinnati, with its crowded galleries, 
and the State convention at Colum- 
bus rang with his name. All these 
outbreaks uniformly accompany the 
appearance of Foraker on the scene. For- 
aker has appropriated the Blaine sentiment 
and he is going to make the most of it for 
Foraker, and it is an analogous circumstance 
for Maj. McKinley that Foroker not only 
aroused the enthusiasm of the groundlings in 
Ohio, but controls the campaign machinery. 
Between Blaine, Foraker, and Sherman, Mc- 
Kinley has a hard road to travel. This mix- 
ing up of Presidential ambitions and national 
issues in State campaigns may dispose of 
more than one Presidential candidate before 
the Presidential year is on. The undertone of 

vssip from Ohio and about Ohio among the 

publicans themselves is anything but en- 
couraging for McKinley. The feeling for Me- 
Kinley in certain Republican quarters is much 
more bitter and threatening than among his 
Democratic opponents. 

On the other hand, Campbell’s renomina- 
tion under the extraordinary circumstances, 
with free silver and free trade, gives rise to 
speculations not unlike those in the 2 
an camp. The charge of Campbell's legions 
was magnificent. His organization appears 
to have been nearly perfect.

RAVAGES OF COLORADO GRASSHOPPERS. 


Extracts from the Report of the Experts as 
to Their Destruetiveness. 

Torexa, Kas., July 20.—Chancellor E. H. 
Snow and Prof. E. A. Popenoe, who were 
commissioned to look into the grasshopper 
scare in Eastern Colorado and Western Kan- 
sas, have finished their work and sent in the 
result of their investigation from Arriba, 


Colo. They say in part: 

The survey of the area infested by the long- 
winged locusts has been completed, and shows 
that the district covers an irregular section of the 
northern part of Lincoln County, containing 
about 300 square miles. Within this area 
the two favorite grasses of the range 
— buffalo and Gramal qr —have been 
eaten to the ground, ven here, how- 
ever, other vegetation is practically untouched, 
not excepting the numerous fields of young corn 
in luxuriant growth. The only injury to any field 
crop which has come to our knowledge is the de- 
struction of a twelve-dcre field of fodder sugar- 
cane, or sorghum, only four inches in height. We 
have repeatedly seen the locusts passing through 
corn-tields in swarms without inflicting the slight- 
est injury. In several cases potato vines reported 
to us as being eaten by these locusts were found, 
upon examination, to have been destroyed by the 
Colorado beetle; and we have seen no evidences 
that these locusts will eat the leaves of potato 

lants. If it were possible, which we do not be- 


ieve, that these swarms could invade Kansas, our, 


farmers need have no fears for the staple crops of 
the State. Reports agree that the eggs from 
which were hatched these armies were deposited 
last fall by the locusts which flew into this area 
in August and September from the South, and it 
is a reasonable hypothesis that the present gen- 
erations upon acquiring wings will return south- 
ward towards the original habitation of their 
parents, according to an instinct similar to that 
which was observed to govern the movement of 
the Rocky Mountain locusts in each of their Kan- 
sas invasions. . a 
It appears, then, that under exceptional cir- 
cumstances like the present this species, hitherto 
considered a non-migratory locust, may tempo- 
rarily develop a migratory instinct. The imma- 
ture hoppers are now rapidly undergoing a final 
transformation and acquiring wings, and it will 
only be a short time until they will all have taken 
flight towards the South, leaving their present 


feeding grounds to be recuperated by the next 


good rain or two.

THAT MUCH OF THE DRAINAGE CA- 
NAL ROUTE DEFINITELY SETTLED, 


Attorney Goodrich Instructed to See That 
Necessary Condemnation Proceedings 
Begin as Soon as Possible—An Assess- 
ment of $1,050,000 on Real and Per- 
sonal Property Within the Sanitary 
District Authorized—An Order That 
Saves the County $8,000, 

There were five member at the meeting of 
the Drainage Board yesterday—a bare quor- 
um but much important business was trans- 
acted. Those present were Commissioners 


Prendergast. Wenter, Gilmore, Hotz, and 


Altpeter. The route to Summit was adopted 
on the lines already described in Tun 
TRIBUNE, and now the entire route from 
Bridgeport to Joliet is defined. Tax levies 
for the current year and next year in the sum 
of $1,050,000 for each year were determined 
on. The weekly paymentsystem was adopted, 
and other miscellaneous business disposed of, 
generally by a unanimous vote. 

Mr. Gilmore, from the finance committee, 
presented the following order, which was 
adopted by a unanimous vote: 

Be it ordained by the Board of Trustees of the 
Sanitary District of Chicago: 

Sec. 1. That the sum of $1,050,000 be and the 
same is hereby levied and assessed on the real and 
—— property within the Sanitary District of 

hicago subject to taxation according to the 
valuation of said property, as the same is asses 
for State and county purposes for the year 1591, 
taxes levied and assessed under this ordinance 
being for the corporate purposes of the Sanitary 
District of Chicago. ;

This ordinance shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage. 
$8,000 Saved. 


Mr. Gilmore also presented the following, 
which was adopted: 

_ WHEREAS, None of the bonds authorized to be 
issued by an ordinance passed July 19, 1890, have 
been issued ; 

Resolved. That the Clerk of this District be 
direc not to certify to the County Clerk of 
Cook County, the amount authorized to be raised 
by that ordinance for the year 1891, to-wit; the 
sum of $88,000. 

It would cost $8,000 to spread the assess- 
ment above alluded to on the books. The 
order as adopted saves that amount. 

The sum of $125,000 was appropriated to 
meet current expenses and an appropriation 
was also passed of $1,050,000 to cover the en- 
tire tax levy of 1892. On the passage of this 
appropriation Mr. Goodrich said it was more 
desirable to make the appropriation in a 
dump rather than in small sums, as the board 
has been doing in the past. It was a savi 
of time. The appropriation, moreover, coul 
be drawn against for work done in the early 
part of next year. 

Dr. Gilmore, in this connection, explained 
that the $5,000,000, which 1t was said at the last 
meeting was necessary for work within the 
year, need not necessarily be raised at once 
by the issue of bonds. e bonds would be 
issued only as the money was needed. He 
was of opinion that on account of the strin- 
gency of the money market the bonds should 
bear 5 per cent interest. But the committee 
was not ready to report. 

The Engineering committee presented the 
following report: ;

The Route Favored, 


That portion of the engineer’s report to 
which reference is made is as follows: 

Commencing at the end of the West Arm of the 
South Fork, near Western avenue, thence west- 
ward along Thirty-ninth street to the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal, where it crosses and continues 
in a northwesterly direction to the Ogden ditch, 
and along this ditch to Summit. 

This route the engineer recommends: 

Because the total volume of 300,000 cubic feet 
per minute will pass through the whole E of 
the South Branch and the West Fork of the South 
Branch, and will insure a regular and constant 
circulation and change of water in the most pol- 
luted part of the stream, and this without any 
additional chanrelsor pumping stations, with the 
attendant expense of maintenance and operation. 
Asthe East Armof the South Fork is private 
property and not a natural channel, it seems to 
me that the parties owning and using it should 
be at the expense of abating the nuisance. 

The total cost of the channel along the route 
selected is estimated at 82.227, 392. e report 
was unanimously adopted. 

By resolution the attorney of the board was 
instructed to commence proceedings in con- 
demnation for the route at the earliest possi- 
ble opportunity. The attorney said he was 
much delayed in the matter becanse of the in- 
accur of the existing maps. He had to 
describe all the property accurately. He had 
only got as far as Willow Springs in deserib- 
ing the route below Summit. It will take him 
three weeks longer to finish that end. Engi- 
neer Artingstall was lending him Ar ass ist- 
ance, but it was a complicated job. The reso- 
lution of instruction as to the route from Chi- 
cago to Summit was adopted, Mr. Wenter 
voting in the negative, as he thought there 
was no need of haste. 

Weekly Payment of Wages Decided On. 

The weekly payment resolution was then

Mr. Goodrich gave his opinion as to the 
communication from E. Prescott concern- 
ing the drainage of that portion of the — 
lymg between Seventy-tirst and Seventy-nint 
streets and Indiana avenue and the lake. He 
said that the board had no right to interfere 
with the drainage of subsidiary districts, and 
recommended that the board take sume action 
looking to the relief of the district in question.

OPENING A NEW ROUTE TO EUROPE. 


A Fast Line of Steamers to Run from 
Nova Scotia. 

MonTREAL, Que., July 20.—Mr. Dakin, the 
acti nt for the Terminal City company, 
limited, is at present in this city. He states 
that the company has been formed for devel- 
oping the old idea of quick passage to Europe 
from a point on the coast of Nova Scotia, 
which is considerably nearer to Great Britain 
than any other point. A site has been chosen 
on the Strait of Canso, anda large block of 
land secured which gives splendid har- 
bor accommodation. The Nova Scotia 
government has granted the company 
eight square miles of coal land in Cape 
Breton, and has subsidized six miles of rail- 
way necessary to connect the Terminal City 
with Port Mulgrave, the terminu? of the In- 
tercolonial and Canadian Pacific railways.

Stabbing Her Woolen Industries—Folly and 
Mischief of Taxing Mixing Wool. 

North Admas (Mass.) Express: In 1888 the 
New England, Ohio, and Michigan woolen 
manufacturers allied with the wool growers in 
a demand for higher tariff tax because they 
feared free goods from the revengeful wrath 
of the growers. The Republican Congress 
gave them all they asked for and it has proved 
fatal to them.

At the same time the ee has 1n- 
creased more than one-half, and the 
number of sheep have decreased more 
than one-half. principal farming 
States the numberof sheep in 1867 was 34, 
750,504; in 1889 15,475,839. What conclusion 
can bedrawn from this excepting that the 
duty on wool has proved disastrous to both 
the growers of the West and the manufac- 
turers of the East. It has reduced the number 
of sheepand at the same time reduced the 
price of wool, for in the five years ending 
1861, when the manufacturers had free wool 
the prices were 55, 45, 59, 54, 44 cents, an 
during the five years when the tariff of 1883 
was in force, ending 1888, the prices were 37, 
34, 34, 34, 32. Now it is even less, continu 
to fall since the McKinley high tari 
was enforced last October. Are these wool 
wers mad that they should continue this 
ind of work? They will now slaughter the 
manufacturers of New England because they 
say carpet wool, which cannot he raised in 
this country, is used by the manufacturers in 
cloth. What will you do about this, manufact- 
urers? Will you yield to the demands of the 
fanatics and have your business taken away 
from you? The cotton and shoe industries are 
generally prosperous; they have free raw 
materials. Your woolen industries are on 
the verge of ruin; you pay a high tax on 
your raw material. ome 1 of . 
injury to your industries by passage o 
the tariff bill you heeded not. Will you still 
follow the blind idiotic wool-growers, who 
threaten to destroy your business ruin 
one of New England’s special industries? 
Just imagine what would be the result, as 
well as the Republican howl, if the Southern 
cotton-growers should combine and manufact- 
ure their own cotton, putting a prohibitory 
tax upon it. This is as reasonable as the 
threat made by Judge Lawrence, and would 
be equally destructive of New Eugland man- 
ufacturing. Now if a high protection tax 
only makes the wool-grower so much poorer, 
AS 4 claims, what will the prohibitory tax 
accomplish?

I love to aid my polit- 
ical friends in getting nominated and elected, 
but I could never find any pleasure in seek- 
ing office for myself. I have been reported as 
seeking the Governorship and a Congressional 
nomination, which is wholly false. I have, 
however, been asked by many farmers to ac- 
cept the Congressional nomination in my dis- 
trict. Our ple believe that the present 
embarr condition of the agricultural 
class is due to unwise national legislation, 
hence the farmers are anxious to have a strong 
representation in Congress.

SUICIDE OF NORTON, THE OPIUM-EATER. 


Treatment at Dwight—An Incurable Case— 
Correspondence on the Subject. 
Dwionr, III., July 22.—[{Editor of The Tribune. } 
—In answer to your inguiry of the Wth inst., in 
regard to the condition of the Rev. L. L. Norton, 
we would say that Mr. Norton came here June 12, 
taking, as he claimed, 120 grains of morphine a 
day. Upon examination we found that he was 
rambling in his ideas and suffering from a brain 
lesion brought on by the excessive use of alcohol 
and other stimulants. He came here without 
money and without friends, and Dr. Keeley, 
moved by compassion for him, treated him for the 
morphine habit. On Dr. Keeley's departure for 
his summer vacation from here Mr. Norton 
seemed well along in his cure, and he had ceased 
using morphine after the thirteenth day of treat- 
ment. But we noticed that there was no clearing 
up of the brain trouble, and although we con- 
sidered him cured of the opium habit when he 
left here, still there’ was that unsettled state of 
his brain which might lead him into anything. 
He left here feeling better, as he himself expressed 
it, than he had for years, and he went directly 
into the lecture field. The excitement attendant 
upon that brought on an acute attack of nerve ex- 
haustion which 3 — common in patients re- 
covering from th jum habit under undue 
excitement or — ve labor, and as we under- 
stand the facts in case went to a doctor in 
Centralia, Mo., who prescribed laudanum, not 
telling him what it was.nor giving him the dose. 
Mr. Norton was found in his room next morning 
unconscious, Under these circumstances we.can- 
not constitute o'irselves judges to say whether 
Mr. Norton deliberately committed suicide or 
took an overdose by mistake.

THE MARKETS. 
Wheat furnished plenty of amusement for the 


traders yesterday. There was a considerable 
number of the members of the Board who believed 


| that the bulge of Tuesday was.not warranted by 


the facts, and they prepared themselves for the 
break that they believed would come yesterday by 
selling a few hundred thousand. When the mar- 
ket ovened yesterday it looked as if there was to 
be a draggy, dreary session with little business. 
But the houses with New York connections began 
to bid with considerable vigor and the shorts be- 
came uneasy. They turned buyers and soon 
started the price ub. the advance being helped by 
private cables showing strong Paris markets, 
and domestic advices to the effect there 
were fears of rust in the spring wheat dis- 
tricts. At 89%c for December there was consid- 
erable realizing by the buyers of the day before, 
but when Bryant and a few others who were 
known to be rather heayily short began to buy 
the sellers withdrew and the price advanced IM., 
with few trades on the way up. the advance 
the local sealpers were rather free sellers on the 
theory that after Bryant was run in there would 
be no support to the market, and their sales were 
enough to break the market 4c. The close was 
easy at the advance, there being some fear that 
the receipts for today would be larger than esti- 
mated, for the reason that several hundred cars 
have been tied up down in Indiana, and it was 
said that they were liable to come in at any 
time. The closing cables were stroug for Paris, 
though Berlin and Antwerp and London 
showed no advance. The action of the price 
today will, it is thought, depend largely on the 
character of the cables, The receipts at prin- 
cipal points yesterday were free, aggregating 
1,145,000 bu, while the 2 were 687.000 bu. 
Bradstreet’s figures on the available stocks of 
wheat showed an increase uf 592, east of 
the Rockies and 260,000 bu west, a total increase 
of 82,000 bu.

Sales in store and to go to 
store were made at ge for No. 2 red, 8886 e 
for No. 2 hard, and Ake for No. 3 hard. Free on 
board lots of No. 4 red winter sold at 70@S4c, No. 
3 do at 606 e, No. 2 do at 894% @91c, and No. 
3 hard at 4@85c. Total cash sales about 265 cars. 
Receipts of corn Were a little lighter than ex- 
pected, and, as wheat was strong and oats showed 
evidences of a squeeze, shorts were free buyers 
and the price advanced as a consequence. The 
strength was maintained on the estimates of 290 
cars for today and the close was near the top. 
Cables were higher and the domestic markets 
generally strong in the face of very favorable 
weather through the corn belt. The inquiry for 
cash property was active, with yellow corn selling 
at a premium of 2@2z%c. There was less 
business in the speculative market than 
during the last few days, traders being 
more interested in wheat and oats. The re- 
ceipts at principal points egated 426,000 bu and 
the shipments 339,000 bu. ‘The export clearances 
were 71,000 bu.
